Friends  Center,  Tokyo 
October  29,  1962 

Dear  Friends: 

Tokyo  under  the  rain  — a good  day  to  stay 
home  in  the  hospitable  Friends  Center,  con- 
template the  tiled  roof  of  the  Buddhist  temple 
next  door  shining  wet  under  the  gray  sky,  and 
write  the  first  of  our  reports  to  you. 

We  have  been  here  a week  and  a day.  After 
three  weeks  at  sea,  including  part  of  the  storms 
which  hit  the  West  Coast  and  two  typhoons 
successfully  dodged,  we  were  met  at  the  Yoko- 
hama dock  by  Janice  Clevenger,  a teacher  at 
the  Friends  School  whom  we  knew  as  a student 
at  Earlham  College.  Before  our  luggage  was 
out  of  the  car  we  were  conducted  into  the  last 
few  minutes  of  Tokyo  Monthly  Meeting,  where 
we  were  told  they  were  discussing  the  budget. 
We  didn’t  know  the  words,  but  the  music  was 
familiar. 

Yesterday,  with  thoughts  flying  across  the 
Pacific  to  you,  we  worshipped  with  Tokyo 
Friends.  The  “silent  assemblies  of  God’s 


people”  are  home  wherever  they  are.  We  entered 
this  one  in  slippers  (Catherine  lost  one  on  each 
step  going  in);  and  at  the  close,  cups  of  tea 
were  passed,  very  comforting  on  a cold  day. 
Besides  American  visitors,  Fumiye  Miho,  mem- 
ber of  Honolulu  Meeting  and  head  of  the  Friends 
Center,  spoke;  her  theme:  the  manifestation  of 
the  Light  in  unexpected  quarters  and  Christian 
responsibility  toward  the  latest  international 
crisis,  the  blockade  of  Cuba.  Tonight  a group 
of  the  officers  and  weighty  Friends  of  Japan 
Yearly  Meeting  are  coming  to  the  Center  to  talk 
with  us. 

The  warm  cordiality  with  which  we  have 
been  received  wards  off  homesickness;  and  our 
“Orientation”  proceeds  apace  through  many 
conversations  on  affairs  Japanese  and  American. 
Mrs.  Tayeko  Yamanouchi,  acting  director  of  the 
AFSC’s  Japan  Unit,  and  Tomiko  Yamazaki,  of 
the  staff,  invited  us  to  lunch  at  the  AFSC 
House,  where  we  met  staff  members  Brewster 
Grace  and  Jiro  Watahiki  (whom  La  Jolla  Friends 
especially  will  remember);  and  Anne  Reid, 
vivacious  wife  of  Ira  D.  Reid,  this  year  at 
International  Christian  University.  The  AFSC 
was  Western  in  its  lunch  that  day,  although 
there,  as  elsewhere,  it  was  shoes  off  at  the 
door. 

The  only  place  we  have  gone  where  shoes 
stayed  on  was  to  a reception  given  on  United 
Nations  Day  by  the  Japan  Association  for  the 
UN.  Under  the  crystal  chandeliers  stood  various 
ambassadors  and  numbers  of  retired  Japanese 
diplomats,  a few  of  whom  we  met.  Ambassador 
Reischauer  and  his  tall  and  handsome  wife  were 
there.  It  was  the  first  day  of  the  news  of  the 
Cuban  blockade,  and  we  wondered  what  he 
thought. 

Mrs.  Yamanouchi  invited  us  to  a meeting  of 
a peace  discussion  group  at  the  AFSC.  W'e  were 
impressed  with  the  quality  of  the  people  there  — 
among  them  Paul  Sekia,  FOR  secretary,  whom 
many  of  you  know;  two  energetic  Japanese 
women;  Mennonites  and  Brethren  from  the  West; 
and  a young  Californian,  Mary  Austin,  who  had 
attended  the  Gensuiko  meeting  in  Hiroshima 
last  summer.  W'e  gather  that  Gensuiko,  the 
organization  formed  out  of  the  movement  based 
on  “No  More  Hiroshimas,”  has  not  so  far  been 
given  up  to  Communist  domination,  and  won’t  be 
without  a struggle.  Paul  Sekia  told  of  the  meet- 
ing in  September  of  the  All  Japan  Christian 
Peace  Assembly,  which  couldn’t  agree  on  a 
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resolution  against  all  nuclear  testing,  but  did 
pass  one  urging  the  Geneva  conferees  to  speed 
agreement  on  a treaty.  The  report  on  the  Breth- 
ren Heifer  project  brou^t  out  the  feeling  that 
Japan,  having  received  and  now  being  pros- 
perous, has  an  opportunity  in  turn  to  give  to 
those  in  need  of  animals  and  protein  and  milk 
for  children,  in  such  a place  as  Laos,  for 
instance. 

David  has  talked  to  600  girls  at  nearby 
Friends  School,  and  Catherine  speaks  to  the 
junior  high  group  tomorrow.  After  Japan  Yearly 
(November  10-11  at  Mito),  we  will  go  to  Kyoto 
and  then  on  to  Hiroshima  on  November  17.

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

Pacific  Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting  met  for 
business  on  Saturday  afternoon,  October  13,  in 
the  new  Eastside  Meeting  House  near  Seattle. 
The  grove  of  young  evergreens  that  surrounds 
the  building  mutes  any  sound  of  traffic  from  the 
highway  beyond,  and  helps  to  create  the  wor- 
shipful atmosphere  of  a retreat.  The  overhang- 
ing eaves  of  the  open-beamed  roof  seem  to 
hover  above  in  a protective  way  that  shuts  out 
not  only  the  elements  but  the  storm  and  stress 
of  everyday  living. 

After  a period  of  worship  and  the  reading  of 
Queries,  reports  were  given  from  Vancouver, 
Victoria,  Argenta  and  Duncan,  B.  C.;  Tacoma, 
Eastside,  University  and  Skagit  Valley,  Wash- 
ington; and  Missoula,  Montana. 

Dorothy  Sheppard  of  Vancouver  Meeting 
gave  an  inspiring  report  of  her  experiences  and 
feelings  during  Yearly  Meeting. 

Peter  Sylveston  spoke  for  a group  of  Friends 
and  student  attenders  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  in  Vancouver,  where  attempts 
are  being  made  to  establish  a Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship and  student  service  work.  A Quarterly 
Meeting  Committee  was  named  to  work  with 
Vancouver  Friends  in  their  efforts  to  develop  a 
Quaker  Student  Center. 

A Quarterly  Meeting  Committee  on  Ministry 
and  Counsel  was  set  up,  with  Hugh  Campbell- 
Brown  as  Chairman.  It  will  visit  each  Meeting 


in  the  Quarter  during  the  year  to  share  insights 
and  consult  with  the  Meeting’s  own  Ministry 
and  Counsel. 

University  Meeting,  Seattle,  has  been  forced 
by  the  State  University  to  sell  its  Meeting 
House  because  of  enlargement  of  the  campus, 
but  reports  the  purchase  of  a satisfactory  new 
site  nearby  and  plans  for  a new  Meeting  House, 
including  office  space  for  the  AFSC. 

After  the  business  session  was  concluded, 
a bounteous  dinner  was  served  in  the  social 
room  on  the  ground  floor  to  about  175  adults. 
Young  Friends  and  children.  (The  children  had 
spent  the  afternoon  in  a program  of  guided  play, 
while  Young  Friends  held  their  own  Meeting.) 

In  the  evening,  about  40  Young  Friends  met 
in  a nearby  church  to  hear  Harry  Burks  tell 
them  of  opportunities  in  AFSC  programs.  The 
adults  returned  to  the  Meeting  room  upstairs, 
where  Virginia  Barnett  recounted  her  visit  to 
the  AFSC  vocational  training  programs  in 
Morocco  and  Algeria.  Her  description  of  the 
work  in  teaching  new  skills  to  refugee  peoples, 
the  eager  response  of  the  adult  students,  and 
the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  the  volunteer  teach- 
ing staff,  made  an  inspiring  picture. 

Our  next  Quarterly  Meeting  will  be  held  on 
April  20  and  21,  1963,  probably  in  Victoria.

SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA 
HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

Highlight  of  the  recent  session  of  Southern 
California  Half-Yearly  Meeting,  held  at  Orange 
Grove  Meeting  House  on  November  11th,  was 
the  acceptance  of  Marloma  (San  Pedro)  Monthly 
Meeting  into  membership.  Their  letter  of  appli- 
cation and  the  report  of  the  committee  of  over- 
sight both  showed  clearly  that  new  strength 
has  been  added  to  our  Society  in  the  ten  new 
members  (five  by  transfer)  and  their  many 
children.  Clerk  of  the  new  Meeting  is  Lewis 
Unewehr,  3227  Deluna  Drive,  Palos  Verdes; 
and  they  meet  on  Sundays  at  131  N.  Grand 
Street,  San  Pedro. 

The  arrests  of  two  of  out  members  and  the 
forthcoming  trial  of  another  in  connection  with 
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civil  disobedience  lent  reality  to  our  discussion 
of  the  responsibilities  of  Meetings  to  their 
members,  and  vice  versa,  in  such  circumstances. 
The  historic  Quaker  term  “liberation”  was 
brought  up;  and  perhaps  the  best  meaning  given 
it  was  that  of  freeing  both  the  individual  and 
the  Meeting  from  doubts  and  reservations 
through  an  open,  loving  consideration  of  the 
matter  with  each  other.  The  close  relation  be- 
tween a “minute  of  concern”  and  eldering,  in 
the  positive  as  well  as  the  negative  sense,  was 
emphasized.  In  the  practical  realm,  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  Half-Yearly  Meeting  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight  could  use  our  sharing 
fund  for  assistance  in  cases  where  the  situation 
was  beyond  the  province  or  capability  of  a 
local  Meeting. 

A retreat-workshop  sponsored  by  the  Edu- 
cation Committee  was  approved  for  next  April. 
Young  Friends  reported  that  they  hope  to  plan 
projects  in  Monthly  Meetings  so  that  the  next 
Half-Yearly  Meeting  session  can  be  more  mean- 
ingful to  them.
